A. JUSTIFICATION

1. Explain the circumstances that make the collection of infor mation necessary.

The Fishery Management Plans for Surf Clams and Ocean Quahogs, and Atlantic Mackerel,
Squid, and Buitterfish include requirements that the National Marine Fisheries Service and/or the
Mid-Atlantic Fishery Management Council annually survey domestic processors and joint
venture operators to establish industry capacity to utilize Atlantic mackerel, Loligo and Illex
squid, and butterfish.

If USindustry is unableto utilize fully the allowed harvest of these species, thisinformation is
used in establishing suitable levels of catch for joint ventures and/or direct foreign harvest. This
PRA submission requests OMB approval of the accompanying survey form. (It should be noted
that thisisnot a sample survey -- it isawritten survey of all known processors. The Council
specifies the period as noted on the form.)

2. Explain how, by whom, how freguently, and for what purpose the infor mation will be
used.

Thisinformation is used by the Councils and the National Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS) to
establish annual specifications under Fishery Management Plan for Atlantic Mackerel, Squid,
and Buitterfish; and to set levels for domestic annual harvesting (DAH) capacity and total
allowable level of foreign fishing (TALFF) for the squid, mackerel and butterfish fisheries.

The written survey of squid, mackerel and butterfish processors contains questions concerning
industry ventures involving foreign nations. These questions concern salesto joint venture
operations, the possible effect of joint ventures on processing projections (JVP), changesin
foreign nations interested in US sales, knowledge of foreign nation interest in the species
concerned, opinions concerning changes in allowed levels of foreign fishing. The Council asks
these questions to obtain information needed to prepare adequate analyses to respond to the
guestions raised during the discussion of issuance of VP or TALFF allocations to foreign
interests.

The Council had also expanded the survey to include questions about product availability,
freezer/cold storage capacity, mackerel inventory, quality control, and future market conditions.
These questions are also linked to the analysis of allocation levels, since the decisions
concerning allocations to foreign interests require consideration of US industry intentions and

capacity.



In addition, these data are useful in evaluating the economic impacts of alternative fishery
management measures. These impacts may include the effect of regulations on percentage plant
capacity utilized, changes in revenue distribution by gear type and port area, and effect on export
marketing objectives.

3. Describe whether, and to what extent, the collection of infor mation involves the use of
automated, electronic, mechanical, or other technological techniques or other forms of
infor mation technology.

No improved information technol ogies have been identified to reduce burden.

4. Describe effortstoidentify duplication.

The NMFS and Councils have queried the members of industry advisory panels and the
personnel of state fisheries agenciesto verify that this survey does not duplicate other efforts.

The survey requests aminimal amount of information to accomplish intended goals.

Collection of these data less often than once per year would not allow the management system to
adjust harvest allocations during a fishing season, or to plan for the upcoming fishing year. The
consequences could lead to economic inefficiency and biological waste, results that are contrary
to the National Standards of the Magnuson Fishery Conservation and Management Act.

(a) REQUIRED PROVISIONS.--Any fishery management plan which is prepared by any
Council, or by the Secretary, with respect to any fishery, shall--

(1) contain the conservation and management measures, applicable to foreign fishing and
fishing by vessels of the United States, which are--

(A) necessary and appropriate for the conservation and management of the fishery
to prevent overfishing and rebuild overfished stocks, and to protect, restore, and promote
the long-term health and stability of the fishery;

(B) described in this subsection or subsection (b), or both; and

(C) consistent with the national standards, the other provisions of this Act,
regulations implementing recommendations by international organizations in which the
United States participates (including but not limited to closed areas, quotas, and size
limits), and any other applicable law;

(2) contain a description of the fishery, including, but not limited to, the number of vessels
involved, the type and quantity of fishing gear used, the species of fish involved and their location,
the cost likely to be incurred in management, actual and potentia revenues from the fishery, any
recreational interest in the fishery, and the nature and extent of foreign fishing and Indian treaty
fishing rights, if any;

(3) assess and specify the present and probable future condition of, and the maximum
sustainable yield and optimum yield from, the fishery, and include a summary of the information
utilized in making such specification;

(4) assess and specify—

(A) the capacity and the extent to which fishing vessels of the United States,
on an annua basis, will harvest the optimum yield specified under paragraph (3),

(B) the portion of such optimum yield which, on an annual basis, will not be
harvested by fishing vessels of the United States and can be made available for foreign
fishing, and

(C) the capacity and extent to which United States fish processors, on an annual
basis, will process that portion of such optimum yield that will be harvested by fishing
vessels of the United States;

(5) specify the pertinent data which shall be submitted to the Secretary with respect to
commercial, recreational, and charter fishing in the fishery, including, but not limited to,
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Application accepted by Commissioner
of Customs: April 13, 2001.
